PURPOSE AND NEED The existing structure is a 40’ Single Span Concrete RCDG beam 

bridge with asphalt overlay and WSM abutments with concrete 

caps.  The structure has a sufficiency rating of 37.5 and a posted 

weight limit of 10 tons. Due to the substandard structural 

conditions, in addition to a substandard horizontal alignment, the 

bridge requires replacement.
